Coal Operators' Notke. 


The local mine operators, on ac- 


count of tbe difference arising in 
price of coal delivered to tbe consum- 
er in tbe town of Coshocton, held a 
meeting Wednesday evening, Jan. 2, 
1901, for tbe purpose of considering 
the price that should~oe charged per 
ton for good lump coal delivered. And 
not being able, or desiring on account 
of the miners' union, to reduce the 
price now paid mine laborers, or en- 
large the mine cars thus causing the 
miners to mine more coal for tbe same 
money, arid to maintain the price now 
paid teamsters for bauling the same, 
and desiring to give the consumer full 
weight and measure, it was found to 
be impossible to deliver coal for less 
than $2.25 per ton and leave living 
wages for the operators. 


This price has become necessary on 


account of the meeting held by the 
labor unions and operators in April, 
1900,'at which meeting a material ad- 
vance was made on all class of mine 
work, consisting of entry driving, 
room turning, break throughs and day 
labor, also in mining, which- increase 
amounting in the aggregate to about 
38 cents per ton, together with an ad- 
vance of 12i «enti per ton to team- 
sters, making a total of 50 cents ad- 
vanceon each ton of coal delivered. 
Therefore be it 
' RESOLVED, ihat the price of coal de- 
livered in the town of Coshocton or 
or elsewbere, by the undersigned local 
mine operators be established at 92.25 
per "lump'' ton.

Checker football, a new game of skill 


which has become popular among the 
author's personal friends, is presented 
to the student public in the hope that 
it may find favor on account of its In- 
trinsic merit and because of its sugges- 
tions of the glouous football field, says 
the Cincinnati Commuicial Tribune. 
Its resemblance to that .jarae, like the 
resemblance of chess to military move- 
ments, is of a general character, slav- 
ish imitation being impossible. 


The outfit required is simply a chess 


or checker board, with 13 colored 
checkermen for each player. A single 
disk is called a runner, and a pile of 
two disks is styled a back. If the two 
disks are of the same color, it is a full 
back. If of opposite colors, it is a half 
back and belongs to the plajer whose 
disk i? on top 


Eacli player begins the game with 


four full backs and four runners. Tn o 
full backs are stationed on the center- 
most squares of the transverse row 
nearest home and the others directly in 
front on the two centerrnost squares of 
the second row. The runners are placed 
in a wider line in front of the full 
backs on the four centermost squares 
of the third row. 


No piece is ever removed from the 


field, but the object of the game is to 
advance your runners toward your goal 
row (your opponent's home row), at the 
same time hindering his advance. No 
piece can jump over a man which 
stands in its n ay. 


The movements of the pieces are 


made as follows. 


1. Runners move one square at a 


time and always forward—either di- 
rectly forward or obliquely. 


2. When one runner is less advanced 


than any other mnner of the same col- 
or, it may if the player choose move 
two squares instead of one. This is 
called "punting." 


3. Full and half backs move la any 


direction—forward, 
backward, 
side- 


ways or obliquely to front or rear. 
They stop always on the nearest 
square of the same color with the one 
previously occupied, thus moving one 
square at a time when traveling ob 
liquely, in other directions two squares 
at a time, no more, no less. 


Following are the cross plays: 
1. Besides the above moves the own- 


er of a full or half back may play It by 
taking off its upper component disk 
(tbe lower disk remaining in place and 
becoming a runner) and putting it on 
top of any runner which may stand in 
the same open row directly to right or 
left 


2 Between a full back and a runner 


of the same color such a cross play is 
termed a "toss." Between a full back 
and an opponent's runner it is a "tac- 
kle." 
Bet-^ een a half back and a run- 


ner belonging to the same player It is a 
"fumble." Between half back and op- 
posing runner it Is a "countertoss." All 
forms of cross piny are occasionally ad- 
vantageous, but should be used with 
caution. 


3. No runner except when punting 


can move on to a squaie where it will 
eipose itself to the possibility of being 
tackled. Hence your full backs are of 
the greatest possible use In blocking 
your opponent's advance. Both kinds 
of backs also act as "Interference" to 
shield the advance of your own run 
ners. 


Rules on scoring are as follows: 
1. To win the game you must first 


procure a "touchdown" by getting one 
of your runners into the goal row and 
then "kick the goal" by moving one of 
your backs any distance along any 
straight line and setting It three stories 
high upon the said runner.

Ing men are In this case no impedl 
nient. Goal kicking here, as elsewhere. 
Is a midair performance. 


2. The decisiveness of your victory 


depends on the position of your oppo- 
nent's men at the close. If be could 
kick a goal at the very next move, 
your score Is 1-0. If he has a touch- 
down on the board, but no back able to 
kick tbe goal Immediately, It Is 2-0. If 
he has no touchdown, but could secure 
one at the next move. It Is 3-0. If his 
most ad\anced runner Is a single step 
from the goal now, but Incapable of 
Immediate advance, it is 4-0 Likewise 
the score Is 5-0 or C-0 If his foremost 
runner Is two steps from the goal row 
and 7-0 or 8-0 If three steps

Ten years ago the word "appendicitis" 


*a» practically unknown even to the ma- 
jority of physician*. 
When the hrst 


sheets of the Century Dictionary were is- 
sued, about 15 years ago, a reward was 
offered to any one who would point out 
a «ord that had been omitted. The word 
"appendicitis" was not in the original 
•hvets, yet no one claimed the renaid. 
And uo wonder, for it was not until 1S8S 
that Dr. Reginald Fitz of Bobtou applied 
th<< name "appendicitis" to a seues of 
eoaditions that had often been noted IMJ- 
fore. but had never been properly under- 
stood. 
•• 


Now "appendicitis" is one of the most 


familiar of household words. It seems 
paradoxical, then, to say that appendi- 
citis is not more frequent than it used to 
be, yet this is absolutely true. A new 
and more exact name has come into 
vogue, but not a new disease. Twenty 
years ago two causes of death were very 
prevalent that are scarcely heard of now. 
They were inflammation of the bowels 
and peritonitis. We heard of a friend's 
indiscretion in diet being followed by 
colic: then inflammation of the bowels 
set in, and death ensued, or an acquaint- 
ance, traveling at a distance from sur- 
gical aid, was stricken with peritonitis, 
and before relief could b« affoijed was 
dead. 


It is surprising that the discovery that 


these serious abdominal affections prac- 
tically always begin in the appendix 
should have been left to an American 
medical man of our day. All over Eu- 
rope hundreds of autopsies were made 
every year in which tbe role of the ap- 
pendix as the primary cause of the fatal 
illness ia now manifest. The key to the 
mystery of most of the serious abdominal 
affections lay for years right under the 
eye* of every maker of many autopsies. 
It was contained in an organ, however, 
that was thought to be unimportant 
Needless to say it was missed. When 
American surgeons first insisted that 
practically all intestinal colic was due to 
inflammation ot the appendix and that 
most of the fatal peritonitis originated in 
this obscure little organ, they were scoff- 
ed nt by men, who said Ironic things 
about the lack of judicial conservatism in 
their enterprising American colleagues. 
Now the importance of appendicitis is 
fully recognized, though due credit is not 
given to American inventive acumen for 
the discovery. 


It ia the custom to think that appendi- 
citis is due to some cause immediately 
preceding the development of the symp- 
toms. Nothing Could well be less true. 
The condition, which causes the appendix 
to become acutely inflamed usually dates 
back for many-years. What is constant- 
ly found in diseased appendixes after 
their removal is a stricture—that is, a 
narrowing of the canal of the appendix. 
When the canal of the small, lead pen- 
cillike tube of the appendix becomes 
very narrow at some point. It takes but 
little to shut it op entirely. Some dis- 
turbance of digestion or a cold or a blow 
sends more blood than nsnal to the in- 
testines. This canses the nuiroo/ mem- 
brane of the Intestine and of the ap- 
pendix, which is part of the intestine, to 
swelL This swelling closes entirely the 
narrowed canal of the appendix, and 
then the trouble begins. 
Bacteria are 


always present in the appendix because 
of ita connection with the intestine, 
where they swarm. As long as the exit 
is free these germs are not dangerous. 
As soon as they are confined their rapid 
multiplication, without chance of escape, 
makes them deadly. Tbsy rapture the 
appendix, and if they do not hod some 
way out of the body death is inevitable. 


The strictures of the appendix that are 


the prime cause of the trouble are not 
congenital—that is, -are not present at 
birth—but are acquired. Most of them 
result from severe intestinal disease in 
childhood. Some of them follow typhoid 
fe\er or dysentery, or influenza of the 
intestines. 
Tbe most important factor 


is undoubtedly tbe colitis of childhood" 
that is, the inflammation of the large in- 
testines—so frequent in the early years ol 
life. 


Appendicitis has been always with us. 


It van be unmistakably traced through 
history. 
Many a supposed case ot poi- 


soning was in reality only a rapidly fatal 
appendicitis. 
Chapters of history will 


have to be rewritten with this in. mind. 
Our generation will not escape its- share 
in the dangers ot appendicial evolution. 
We can individually lesaen our chancel 
of suffering by avoiding all forms of in- 
testinal irritation. Especially does the 
chronic congestion that accompanies con- 
stipation seem to predispose to append! 
citis. Constipation precedes an acnte ap- 
pendicitis in 00 per cent of the cases. 
Not the spasmodic catharsis of drugs, 
but the regular action of nature is the 
surest safeguard against appendicitis.— 
Dr. J. J. Walsh in New York Journal.

Washington. Jan. 4. — Without a 


murmur o; dissent and without a woni 
of comment the senate displaced the 
shipping subsidy bill from its priv- 
ileged position as "unfinished busi- 
ness" aud substituted for it the army 
reorganization bill. During the discus- 
sion of the army measure the opposi- 
tion senators indicated that their line 
of attack upon the bill would be 
against the creation of a large, perma- 
nent standing army. There was inti- 
mation that objection would not be 
offered to a temporary measure to pro- 
vice an adequate force to maintain the 
authority of the United States in the 
Philippines. 


Air. Hawley (Conn.) made a strong 


speech in support of the bill, saying 
the necessity for an adequate army was 
evident to all, and adding: "We are 
not altogether out of sight of some 
possibility of war with some European 
power. We do not know. They are in 
a great deal of trouble there, and I un- 
derstand they look with very great 
jealousy upon our talk of a Danish 
island and our talk about acquiring 
other territory." 


Mr. Pettigrew introduced a resolu- 


tion calling upon the president to send 
to the senate "copies of all instrucions 
sent to the officers of the government 
In the Philippines since- May 1. 1S9S. 
and of all orders issued by officers of 
the government in the Philippines in 
relation to the conduct of the war and

Southern Representation. 


Washington, Jan. 4.— The radical el- 


ement among the house Republicans 
who favor cutting down the represen- 
tation from southern states in which 
franchise is abridged suffered defeat 
because a. number of their colleagues 
refused to act with them. Before the 
reapportlonment bill could be called, 
Mr. Olmstead offered a resolution re- 
citing the alleged abridgment of suf 
frage in Louisiana, Mississippi, South. 
Carolina and North Carolina, and di- 
resting the committee on census to In- 
vestigate and report the facts to the 
house in order that a constitutional 
basis of representation could be estab- 
lished for those states. The leaders on 
the Democratic side began a filibuster. 
Many of the Republicans were secretly 
In sympathy with them, and quietly- 
paired with absent Democrats, leaving 
their absent colleagues unpaired. As 
a result, when the question of consid- 
eration was raised against the resolu- 
tion it was defeated, SI to 83. The vote 
was a strict party one. 


The situation with reference to the 


apportionment bill is greatly compli- 
cated as a result of the injection of 
the Olmstead resolution. Chairman 
Hopkins, however, is confident of vic- 
tory for the bill.
